GC School Budget at 
Record $21.8 Million

A tentative budget totaling 
$21,824,873, an increase of| $1,- 
341,057 over that of last year, 
was adopted by the Granite 
City Board of Education for the 
1971-72 school year during a 
meeting Monday night. 

The budget includes $14,312,- 

the educational fund, 

6,247; $1,140,000 for the 
building fund, up $153,209; 
107,328 for the bond and inter- 
est fund up $4,240; $333,641 for 
the transportation fund, down 
$6,919; $275,000 for the munici- 
pal retirement fund, up $13,989; 
and $4,656,664 for new buildings 
and equipment, down $143,912. 

Final adoption will follow a 
public hearing at 7:‘30 p.m. 
Sept. 6 at the school district 
administrative offices, where 
the budget will be posted for a 
30-day period 

Tax Levy, Rate 

The proposed estimated levy 
to be raised by taxes is $8,079,- 
487 based on an estimated a 
sessed valuation of $220 million, 
an increase in the levy of last 
year by $940,874. The tax rate 
would be increased by about 
35.5 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation, increasing it to 
$3.8203 which is about the limit 
permitted without, voter  ap- 
proval. 

The total increase 
budget of $1,341,057 $50,943 
less than the increas last 
year, not including construction 
funds from bond issues | where 
expenditures show a decline. 

It places the district at max- 
imum levies in the education, 
building, life safety, special! ed- 
ucation construction and trans- 
portation funds. 


State Aid Funds 
The administration noted that 
the district will receive more 
monies in state aid than will 
be raised from local taxes. 
Victor Anderson, who was in

charge of budget preparation, 
said it is the belief of the ad- 
ministration that this could be 
the last balanced budget “we 
will experience for some time 
to come and that next year’s 
budget will include deficit 
spending for the first time since 
1963. 

Major cause’ of the total in- 

is teachers salaries, up 

$791,187. The board granted 
salary increases ranging from 
-$850 to $950 for the district's 
686 teachers in a two-year con- 
tract. Increases also were pro- 
vided for administrators, cleri- 
cal, custodial and maintenance 
personnel 

Increases totaled $126,846 in 
attendance, health, operation 
and maintenance, mostly in sal- 
aries for nurses, custodians and 
maintenance men.

GC Steel Boosts Prices; Some Layoffs 


Granite City Steel Co., acting 
on the heels of a nationwide 
contract agreement between big 
steel and the steelworkers 
union, announced today a series 
of price increases on its flat- 
rolled steel products which, the 
company said, are in line with 
hikes announced by other steel 
producers. 

The announcement came si- 
multaneously with reports that 
Granite City Steel Co. has cut 
its regular work force by 450 
employes and has laid off an- 
other 200 summertime student 
workers that it customarily 
keeps on the payroll until mid- 
September. 

A company spokesman insist- 
ed that the reduction of 450 in 
the regular work force “is as far 
as we are going at this time.” 


He denied that further cuts are 
planned within the next few 
days, but admitted that the 450 
layoffs are in the main’ plant 
and do not include a number of 
temporary layoffs at the, blast 
furnace plant because of the 
shutdown of one of the two blast 
plant furnaces. 

Layoffs at the blast plant be- 
gan two weeks ago after one of 
the two furnaces developed a 
brick failure. Shutdown of the 
furnace has resulted in re- 
duced production and therefore 
is reported as a contributing 
factor to layoffs in the mill. 

The breakdown of blast fur- 
nace “A” was not anticipated 
because frequent repairs ‘had 
been made in recent months of 
blast furnace “B” and any 
breakdown that might \occur 


was expected in that furnace. 
As a result, it was learned from 
reliable sources, repairs are be- 
ing made on Furnace “A” and 
after they are completed Fur- 
nace “B"’ is scheduled for shut- 
down for complete relining. 

Full repairs on Furnace “B” 
are expected to be completed 
by early February, according 
to reliable sources. 

Because of the breakdown in 
the blast furnace, the firm has 
imported from National Steel 
Co, semi-finished steel which it 
can process in the mill to meet 
customer orders. 

Meanwhile, Granite City Steel 
Co. has not yet begun its an- 
nual negotiations for a new con- 
tract with the Granite City Sub- 
district of the United Steelwork- 
ers of America. This is due, it

The governor has not yet 
signed the [bill into law, but he 
is expected) to. 

Until recently the purchasing 
agent was|in charge of buying 
only for those departments un- 
der the gdvernor. Then State 
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Auditor Michael Howlett and 
later Lt. Gov. Paul Simon 
acked the office to take over 
their purchasing, 

Their action is significant be- 
cause they are both Democrats 
who gave their purchasing pow- 
er to the administration of a 
Republican governor, Richard 
B. Ogilvie. 

‘The new arrangement has po- 
litical significance from the 
point of view that persons who 
do business with state agencies 
ane one.of the prime sources of 
campaig) contributions. 

Elected officials in such of- 
fices as secretary of state and 
state school! superintendent,

Walker Continues 
Walks in Area to 
Seek Election: 


Dan Walker, walking candi- 
date for the Democratic nom- 
ination for governor, Tuesday 
demanded that Gov. Ogilvie 
veto H. B. 2050 which he said 
would emasculate the environ- 
mental protection act. 

Walker also urged the Legis- 
lature to restore a cut made 
by the governor in the appro- 
priation for the Illinois Indus- 
trial Development Authority. 

Both measures were brought 
up by Walker at a press con- 
ference in East St. Louis at 
which Walker outlined the next 
leg of his walk across the state 
to meet the citizens of Illinois. 

Walker, accompanied by his 
two sons, Dan Jr., 22, and 
Charles, 16, resumed his walk 
today at the 30l-mile mark 
following the press conference. 

The trio will walk through 
Belleville, Collinsville, Ed- 
wardsville, Granite City, Wood 
River and Alton in the Madison 
and St. Clair Counties area and 
then head northeast through 
Jersey, Macoupin, Montgomery, 
Morgan and Sangamon Coun- 
ties. Major stops will be made 
in Litchfield, Carlinville, Jack- 
sonville and Springfield. This 
phase of the walk will take 
about three weeks. 

The utility control bill, termed 
by Walker as “perhaps the 
worst piece of legislation of

The, | Granite City Diamond Jubilee will begin Aug. 21. 
This is the 30th and last of a preview series on local history. 
A Diamond Jubilee historical issue of the Press-Record will 


be printed Aug. 16. . 


Granite| City has developed 
into an|utstanding industrial 
center - anti the largest city in 
Madison| County from a small 
farming Village of the Nine- 
teenth Century. 

The community was founded 
in 1802 by| Dr. George Caldwell; 
a “lively, |lenterprising Yankee” 
who poied his way on a skiff 
from Ohij and began farming 
and practicing medicine on 200 
acres now in West Granite. 

The next settlers were the 
Hawk, Braden and Kinder fam- 
ilies who| {migrated from Wheel- 
-ing, W. Va., decided the place 
‘was “ngthing but a sand 
“prairie,” jand gave it the name 
Six Mile Prairie. 

Then the name was changed 


to Kindey Hook in honor of 
Calvin Kinder, one of the, pi- 
oneers, | 


A few years later, a railroad 
line ran through from East St. 
Louis and Alton and a railroad 
station was built, 

Kinder || Hook remained .a 
model farming village until 
1891, when William F. Niedring- 
haus, a §t. Louis industrialist, 
arrived via the old Alton Road 
at what jis now Niedringhaus 
Avenue and the railroad tracks. 

He settled upon Kinder Hook 
as the iddal location for an in- 
dustrial enter, and in the 
spring of 1893 made a land pur- 
chase. i 

Plans Filed in 1893 

The city was surveyed and 
the plans) for the center were 
filed in Edwardsville May 20, 
1893. 

In 1895, the Granite City 
Steel Plant, American Steel

The goa} of the Niedringhau 
family was to produce mostly 
granitewafe products, and from 
them Grafite City got its name.

City Government 

City tye government began 
in Granité| City in 1896, with the 
first couneil office at the rail- 
road crogsing on 19th street 

Quincy Street, 21st Street and 
the railrodd tracks bounded the 
city at the time, and the city 
had board sidewalks and. cin- 
dered stydets 

Immigration and the demand 
for industrial labor created 
housing hortages in Granite 
City in the early years and 
Hungary ||Hollow, now called 
Lincoln Rjace, was established. 
Populatigi} of the city had 
grown tq 8,112 by 1900. 

| The fipst strike by newly 

formed |ipions took place in 

1902 over] the “swift pace of 

productigy.”” 

Granite|City survived a flood 
roof-top deep in Hungary Hol- 
Jow and|West Granite in 1903. 

! Growth ¢pntinued, and in 1910 
the population was 9,903. 

| The M¢Kinley Bridge, built 
jn 1910, |inked this community 
fo Missouri. 

The Iflinois Traction Co. of 
Sen. W. |B. McKinley, for whom 
the bridge was named, began 
shuttling)| passengers _ between 
Granite ity and St. Louis for 
a street¢ir fare of five cents. 

Wilson Campaign Talk 
The |Washington airdrome 

featuring | vaudeville shows and 
silent vies was opened in 
1911, andl the next year Wood- 
row ‘Wilgdn campaigned for the 
presidenty from the platform 
of the aitdrome. * 

Charlie] Chaplin delighted 
audiences there in 1916 with 
his anti¢s in “Tillie’s Punc- 
tured Romance.’ 

The Granite City Public Li- 
brary was opened and the city 
got a new post-office in 1911.

World War I 

A new/period of development 
began for the city when World 
War [broke out.

Housing shortages and hope- 
less congestion in schools be- 
came problems. Two influenza 
epidemics, in 1918 and 1920, in- 
volved 1200 illnesses and 
caused altotal of 55 deaths. 

In the| period following the 
war, a public high school was 
“built and a park district was 
created.) The park district 
purchased 52 acres,_ including 
‘ ground for Wilson Park, which 
was opened June 15, 1923. 


In 1929, Granite City was 
progressing, with a $68,000 pub- 
lic library, a $150,000 city hall, 
and a $350,000 high school just 
completed when the Great De- 
pression set in. 

Industrial production plum- 
meted, businesses folded and 
unemployment reached epi- 
demic proportions; in 1934, 
there were 4000 Granite City 
residents on the relief rolls. 


Slow Economic Recovery 

Granite City recovered 
through the New Deal and 
emergency measures, but re- 
covery was slow. 

By 1937, however, the num- 
ber of families on’ relief had 
declined to 400 and the econ- 
omy was being revived. 

Granite City Steel Co. mod- 
ernized its plant and during 
the year ran two strip mills. 

Meanwhile, a bus system was 
established here and later de- 
veloped in the Community 
Coach Co., which connected the 
Quad-Cities with St. Louis. It 
later was purchased by the Bi- 
State Transit S 

Granite City ag 
period of humming activity in 
December 1941 when World 
War II enveloped the U.S. 

Industrial expansion became 
a regular thing as new plants 
were built and old ones were 
enlarged. 

Planning Era 

Planning which began in 1938 
seemed to mark the beginning 
of a new era for Granite City, 
culminating in. the All-America 
City award in 1959. 

The wartime economy saw a 
construction boom get under 
way with residential expansion 
and the building of the Granite 
City Army Engineer Depot — 
the largest of its type in the 
world 

Civic problems such as hous- 
ing shortages and shortages of 
consumer products seemed to 
spur citizens to efforts for im- 
provement, 

World War IT brought ration- 
ing of meat, autos, gasoline, 
tires and other goods, but 
Granite Cityans accepted the 
controls willingly, recognizing 
the need for them 

They produced huge volumes 
of vital defense equipment at 
local industries. 

Postwar Building Boom 

Postwar urge to progress was 
manifested by the creation of 
the Bi-State Development Agen- 
cy, opening up of choice resi- 
dential ' areas for expansion 
with Nameoki’s annexation to 
Granite City, the building of 
schools, churches and a shop- 
ping center, and construction 
of the Chain-of-Rocks Canal 
and locks, which added a new 
dimension of river transporta- 
tion. 

School children at one time 
had to attend. makeshift classes 
held in churches but in 1952 
Granite Cityans voted a $ 
840,000 bond issue and again 
in 1958 one for $2,200,000, fol- 
lowed by two more successful 
bond issues in the 1960s. 

Trolley Era Fades 

In 1958, the last trolley car 
line succumbed to ‘progress.

Local Attention 
On Tuscola Air 
Pollution Case 


By JOAN MURARO 
Copley News Service 
Springfield—Final arguments 
have been heard in an air pol- 
lution matter involving a Tus- 
cola firm and expected to have 
far-reaching effect on many fu- 
ture pollution actions in Illinois. 
At issue in the hearing before 
the Illinois Pollution Control 
Board hearing officer was a 
request for variance filed by 
U. S. Industrial Co. for its plant 
at Tuscola. 
However, a secondary issue 
arising during the action 
against tHe plant may over- 
shadow the local determination, 
since it involves the right of a 
company, or industry to threat- 
en to close down a plant rather 
than comply with anti-pollution 

regulations. 
Warn of Closing 

Prior to the public hearings 
on the question, the plant man- 
ager for the Tuscola plant is- 
sued a news release stating 
that if the firm was forced to 
comply with EPA recommenda- 
tions for reducing pollution, it 
would be “uneconomical to 
run” the Tuscola plant, and it 
would be closed. 

The announcement produced 
widespread public protests both 
to the EPA and to Gov. Richard 
Ogilvie, since the firm employ- 
ing 1,200 persons is a major 
source of employment in the 
town of 4,000. 

As a result of the threat, 
EPA chief attorney Thomas W. 
Scheuneman requested the con- 
trol board to include as part of 
its final order a directive. 

The directive would be that 
if the firm at any time in the 
future decides to close the Tus- 
cola plant as a result of any 
part of the board’s order in the 
matter, the company will be 
required first to notify the 
board and the EPA, and be ré- 
quired to produce financial evi- 
dence showing that it would ac- 
tually be more profitable to 
close the plant than comply 
with the order. 

At the EPA’s request, Drum- 
mond C. Bell, president of 
USI’s parent company, testified 
under oath during the hearing, 
and said the company has no 
intention of closing the. plant 

Profits Up 43% 

During the hearing, financial 
evidence requested by the EPA 
was introduced, showing the 
Chemical Division, of which the 
Tuscola plant. is a part, had 
showed profits of $15,906,000 for 
the last year, an increase of 
43%, in the last two years. 

Commenting on the hearing, 
EPA Director William Blaser 
said, “The stark fact is that, 
by their own admission, under 
oath, the company never had 
made such an analysis (to 
show the firm would be better 
off to close the plant than com- 
ply) either before or after the 
plant maanger's inflammatory 
statements.” 

Blaser added, “It was 
cruel to tell the people of 
this community that they 
had to choose between their 
jobs and clean air because 
it is apparent now that the 
citizens of this area can 
have both.” 

The EPA has asked that the 
firm be fined $100,000 for past 
violations and that it be re- 
quired to post a performance 
bond equal to the installation 
cost of certain air pollution con- 
trol equipment, pending actual 
installation. 

The company attorney earlier 
had asked that “in view of 
the company’s good faith,” the 
performance bond be waived.

Quad-City Mental Health Clinic 
To Conduct Counselor Training 


By GARY SCHNEIDER 

Press-Record Staff Writer 

An_ $87,600 program for train- 
ing Madison County school 
counselors in mental! health 
consultation skills will be pre- 
sented to the Madison County 
Mental Health (708) Board for 
approval and partial funding at 
7:30 p.m. Tuesday in the Court- 
house at Edwardsville. 

If the board approves the 
plan, it will commit $20,000 in 
sponsoring funds to be matched 
with $20,000 from the State De- 
partment of Education, for a 
total of $60,000. 

The remaining $27,000 would 
be funded by the |county’s 15 
school districts, many of which 
already have endorsed the pro- 
gram. Granite City District 9 
approved funds for its share 
Monday night. 

The plan was announced at 
a meeting of the |county’s 15 
district superintendents and 
Wilbur R. L. Trimpe, county 
superintendent of educational 
service region, in Edwardsville 
The program for training the 
approximately 81 counselors in 
the county schools was ex- 
plained in detail at that session. 

Training Planned Here 

The program will be conduc- 
ted by the Mental Health Clin- 
ic, Quad-Cities center, in four 
phases — orientation, training, 
installation and evaluation, and 
the preparation of a report of 
results. 

In the first phase, counselors 
and their superivsors will meet 
with the program staff to ex-. 
plain goals and objectives, At 
that time, the amount of train- 
ing time which the counselors 
can spare will be determined 
and the program will be ar- 
ranged within these limitations, 

Institute staff members, ad- 
ministrators and supervisors 
from the participating districts 
will select counselor consulting 
teams which will outline prob- 
lem areas and identify skills 
that will be needed by the var- 


ious counselors. The areas may _.

include pupil behavior, student- 
teacher relationships, ' relations 
of teachers with each other and 
administrators, school-commun- 
ity relations, drugs, the drop- 
out, the under-achiever, the dis- 
ruptive student and others. 

The second phase, that of 
actual training, will build the 
counselor's skills in planning 
programs to deal with mental 
health problems. It is estimated 
by the program planners that 
if counselors can spend two to 
three hours per day, the train- 
ing program can he completed 
in two to three mpnths. Meth- 
ods of determining the effec- 
tiveness of each program also 
will be dealt with| in the ses- 
sions. 

During this perio, a network 
of counselor consultation teams 
will be established to provide 
an ongoing meang of sharing 
information concerning the ef- 
fect of various programs. 

Toward the end 6f the phase, 
counselors will begin designing 
programs for their} schools and 
will establish means for eval- 
uating the programs. 

The third phase} will include 
installation of the programs in 
the schools involving the coun- 
ty’s 63,000 public] school. stu- 
dents. The phase will continue 
in operation through the close 
of the school year|with consul- 
tants from the 
gram available to| assist coun- 
selors and answer] questions. 

Develop New Programs 

At some point during the in- 
stallation period, |the consult- 
ing teams will meet with ad- 
ministrators to develop new 
programs for the) next year, 
when they will be functioning 
as consultants without the sup- 
port of the institute staff. 

During the final phase the 
institute staff will prepare a 


raining pro- 


report of programs and an 
evaluation of each. The train- 
ing program and the network 
of consulting teams also will 
be evaluated and recommenda- 
tions for continuation or im- 
provement will be made. 


Dr. Paul Handle of the In- 
stitute of Organizational Psy- 
chology at St. Louis University 
will be one of the two institute 
staff members overseeing the 
program. The other has not 
been named. ~ 

Dr. Handle formerly was an 
assistant professor of psychol- 
ogy at Georgetown University, 
Washington, D. C., and has 
served as consultant to num- 
erous programs. He is the au- 
thor of seven articles address- 
ing program evaluation, group 
functioning and decision mak- 
ing processes. 

He and the other staff mem- 
ber named will work a full 
year, half-time, at a salary. of 
$7,000 each. 

Under the staff doctors will 
be six \duate assistants from 
the Institute of Organizational 
Psychology who will work 20 
hours per week for the year- 
long program at salaries of 
$5,000 each. Four will be named 
program trainers and the re- 
maining two will work as pro- 
gram evaluators. 

A secretary will be assigned 
20 hours per week for the pro- 
gram at a salary of $2,500 and 
three consultants will be as- 
signed 10 hours per week to the 
program at a salary of $5,000 
* each. 

Dr. Nick J. Calarelli, a pro- 
fessor of psychology and dir- 
ector of the institute, will serve 
as program designer and devel- 
oper, and Dr, C. Munz, a mem- 
ber of the faculty of the De- 
partment of Psychology at St. 
Louis University has been 
named research and develop- 
ment consultant. A third con- 
sultant, to deal with data an- 
alysis, has not been named. 
The budget for the program 


sets aside $1,500 for renting and 
maintaining conference rooms 
and small rooms for training 
sessions. Whenever _ possible, 
school buildings will be used 
but most training sessions will 
be held while school is in ses- 
sion and other facilities will be 
necessary, Dr Robert R. New- 
some, consulting psychologist 
to the local mental health clin- 
ic, commented in a report on 
the proposed training program 

Other expenses include $1,000 
for travel, $5,000 for materials 
and $18,600 for the institute and 
university overhead costs. 

The project will be operated 
by the local mental health clin- 
ic, assisted by the Institute or 
Organizational Psychology. 

School districts expected to 
enroll counselors in the prot 
gram are Granite City, Madi- 
son, Venice, Roxana, Triad, Liv- 
ingston, Highland, Edwards- 
ville, Bethalto, Collinsville, Al- 
ton, East Alton (elementary) 
and East Alton-Wood River 
(high school), Wood River (ele- 
mentary) and Worden.

The late Sam Ryder would 
like it if he could be at the Old 
Warson Country Club in Ladue, 
Mo., just outside St. Louis, 
from Sept. 16 through 18. 

That’s the place and those, 
are the dates for the Ryder Cup’ 
matches, played every other 
year between the 12 top-ranked 
American professional golfers 
and a 12-man team represent- 
ing Britain. 

The traditional Ryder Cup 
competition was inaugurated in 
1927 at Worchester, Mass., 
where the U. S. team won over 
the Redcoats, 914 to 214. 

Yet the matches had their 
origin a year earlier after an 
American - British professional 
rivalry in England witnessed 
by a wealthy British seed mer- 
chant named Samuel A. Ryder, 

An avid amateur golfer, 
Ryder was so intrigued by the 
fierce 1926 matches — won by 
the British, 13% to 14% — he 
offered to donate a solid gold 
trophy bearing his name, to be 
fought over in a series of 
matches between the profes- 
sionals of the two nations. 

Two-Day Competition 

Ryder specified, among other 
provisions, that the matches 
consist of two days of play, the 
first devoted to foursomes, the 
second to single matches. 

He insisted members of the 
competing teams had to be 
members of their respective 
professional associations and 
native-born citizens of the 
country they represented. 

While the format has been 
changed slightly, most of Sam 
Ryder’s wishes still are ful- 
filled every two years. The 
matches have been played 
every other year since 1927, ex- 
cept for those from 1937 through 
1946, when World War II inter- 
vened. 

Since 1927, the United States 
has won every Ryder Cup 
match played in this country 
and is favored again this year 
at Old Warson. 

It also won on British soil in 
1937, 1949, 1953, 1961 and 1965, 
to run the American list of vic- 
tories to 14 in 18 matches, The 
British won at home in 1929, 
1933 and 1957. 

In 1969 came the first tie 
when the Americans invaded 
Britain and Jack Nicklaus had 
to finish even with Tony Jack- 
lin in the last match to give the 
U. S. team a 16-16 deadlock. 


Until 1961, the Ryder Cup 
competition was comprised of 
four foursome matches one day 
and eight singles matches the 
next, each at 36 holes, as Ryder 
had decreed. 

Then the format was changed 
to provide for four 18-hole four- 
somes the opening morning and 
four more in the afternoon; 
eight 18-hole singles the morn- 
ing of the second day and eight 
more in the afternoon. 

As in the past, one point was 
at stake in each match, so the 
total number of points was 
doubled. 

In 1963, for the first time, a 
day of four-ball matches’ was 
added to spur new interest in 
the competition. That brought 
the point total to 32. 

This year the American 
Ryder Cup roster reads like a 
Who's Who of pro golf, the 
veteran Jay Hebert as non- 
playing captain. 

In the order of the Ryter 
Cup points they built up in 
tournament rivalry since the 
1970 PGA Championship, the 
U. S. team members include 
Nicklaus, Lee Trevino, Billy 
Casper, Miller Barber, Frank 
Beard, Gene Littler, Charles 
Coody, Arnold Palmer, Dave 
Stockton, J. C, Snead, Gardner 
Dickinson and Mason Rudolph. 
The 12th member nosed out 
Gibby Gilbert by only a frac- 
tion of a point in the Ryder 
Cup standings. 

Lineup of Superstars 

Seldom, even in the 1930s and 
1940s when such golfing giants 
as Sam Snead, Byron Nelson 
and Ben Hogan were Ryder 
Cup team members, has. there 
been such an array of super- 
golfers on the American squad. 

Each has won at least one 
tournament in the last year and 
most have won two or more. 

Nicklaus, Trevino, Littler, 
Coody and Palmer have been 
playing well recently and each 
of the others is capable of ris- 
ing to the occasion when. they 
hear the cry: “The British are 
coming!” 

Tony Jacklin, the 1970 Amer- 
ican PGA champion, is the only 
widely’ known golfer on the 
British’ Ryder Cup contingent 
this year, 

Yet some of the others aré 
playing better golf than Tony 
has displayed in the last few 
months on the U. S. tour.

A regular educational pro- 
gram continues throughout the 
stay of the Hope and all the 
medical staff participate in 
either formal or informal teach- 
ing sessions. 

In addition to working with 
oral surgeons from Jamaica 
Dr. Kwapis found time to pre- 
sent a series of five lectures to 
the Jamaica Dental Society dur- 
ing his tour. 

Employed by Government 

He said the dental profession- 
als were mostly English or Ca: 
nadian trained. and are em- 
ployed by the government. For 
the Jamaican population dental 
service is provided by the gov- 
ernment. But, according to Dr. 
Kwapis, because of the de. 
mands of time and numbers of 
patients, the dental medicine 
service limited to extraction 
of teeth. There is no restorative 
work done, he said. However, 
there are some private prac- 
tices in existence in the larger 
cities for patients who ean af- 
ford the service. The majority 
of the Jamaicans live at poverty 
level 

During his work with Hope 
Dr. Kwapis, along with three 
other oral surgeons, handled 50 
oral maxillo-facial cases at the 
hospital facilities of Hope and 
the 400-bed Kingston Public Hos- 
pital, a government facility. 

“The work was professionally 
stimulating and challenging and 
I particularly enjoyed my asso- 
ciation with the Jamaican prac- 
titioners and the rest of the 
medical staff on Hope. You can

“I guess,” the SIU-SW facul- 
ty member added, “‘serving on 
the Hope satisfied a personal 
desire to do a little missionary 
work.” 

The Hope has a 109-bed hos- 
pital, and all the facilities nec- 
essary in medical treatment, 
from surgery to physical ther- 
apy. In addition there are living 
facilities for the medical team, 
administrators of the program 
and maritime crew. 

Between 100-and 200 health 
care personnel, from technician 
through surgeon, are active in 
the Jamaican floating hospital 
By the end of the Hope's 10- 
month stay in October it is es- 
timated that 350 nursing count- 
erparts and 250 paramedical 
counterparts will have partici- 
pated in medical education pro- 
grams on board. The maritime 
crew alone numbers 100 and 
there are 60 or more laborers 
involved in operating the hospi- 
tal 

The ship carries all the medi- 
cal and domestic supplies it 
needs for a 10-month stay. Be- 
low deck there are some 7,000 
tons of supplies. Also in the 
storage area is the “iron cow”, 
a machine that takes sea water, 
distills it, mixes it with pre- 
pared milk products and coco- 
nut oil to make enough milk for 
patients, staff and crew.

‘Wings’ Is a New Step in 
Music, Paul Williams Says

During the mid-sixties, the 
fashionable thing to do was to 
write, compose and perform 

your own songs 

However, this trend, started 
by the Beatles and Bob Dylan, 
has loosened up a bit and per- 
formers have started looking 
for help with their material 
from the outside, 

From the outside, enter Paul 
Williams, who in| the last eight 
months has written such hit 
songs as “We've Only Just 
Begun,” and “Rainy Days and 
Monday,” for the Carpenters. 

He also wrote Bobby Sher- 
man’s big hit ‘Cried Like A 
Baby,” and “Out In The 
Country’ for Three Dog Night 

Perhaps the most remarkable 
thing about Paul's songs is 
their ability to bridge the gene- 
ration gap musically. 

In the raucous and often 
jarring world of hard rock, 
soul and gospel, he has 
established himself as one 
of the top men in the youth- 
dominated pop-music field 
with lyrics characterized by 
an intimate, personal hon- 
esty and a vivid portrayal 
of daily reality, 

Paul's distinctive le 
brought to life on a new album 
released by A&M _ Records 
called “Wings.” |The lyrics to 
this pop symphony were written 
entirely by Paul [and the music 
composed by France's premier 
composer, Michel Colombier. 

“Wing's is a|new step in 
music and it’s of interest to me 
to see what other musicians’, 
writers’ and critics’ reactions 
will be," Paul sdid in a recent 
interview. 

“Tt will be natural for peo- 
ple to compare |the album to 
‘Jesus Christ Superstar.’ How- 
ever lyrically speaking, ‘Wings’ 
is nonreligious and yet I think 
it’s very spiritual.” 

Paul, who preférs to write the 
lyrics to the alrgady composed 
music, went aftgr “Wings” as 
though he were Writing a book 
of poetry, and found that as he 
progressed he began to grasp a 
definite feeling. 

“1 reached the] point where I 
knew exactly what the sym- 
phony meant to|me lyrically,” 
he said. | 

‘Wings’ to ne represents 
freedom to manfind and deals 
with his frustrations, fears and 
the imaginary ¢@hains that he 
manages to wrap around him- 
self through boretiom, prejudice 
and ignorance. || 

“You know, jugt as man cre- 
ates his own cages, he is capa- 
ble of having wings and cre- 
ating his own freedom.” 

Originally Pajil’s ambition 
was to become an actor, but he 
claims that “it |was the best 
kept secret in Hallywood.” 

Nonetheless, he did get a 
chance to play everything 
from a boy genius in “The 


Loved One” to an employ- 
ment counselor in “Water- 
melon Man.” 

“It was poring, you know, a 
lot of sitting and waiting for the 
phone to ring, so in the interim 
I began writing and found out 
that I was really a songwriter 
and not an actor.” 

His background ranges from 
writing comedy for Mort Sahl 
to songs with Dick Rose and 
Roger Nichols, then branching 
out on his own to write more 
than’ 100 in the last four years. 

His venture with Colombier 
and ‘Wings’? was a rewarding 
one 

In Paris and in Los Angel 
where the platter was cut, they 
recorded both on 16 and 18 
track at the same time, using 
as many as 150 musicians and 
singers at one time. 

“T think it was probably one 
of the greatest undertakings 
from a recording’ standpoint, 
not to mention the language 
barrier,” he said. 

“Thank God Michel speaks 
perfect English ahd that we 
had such great people to work 
with as Herb Alpert, Bill Med- 
ley, Lani Hall and  Vemettya 
Royster.” 

As for future plans, Paul has 
signed with A&M :Records to 
make a couple of platters, 
which will incorporate his writ- 
ing along with his singing 
talents. 

A book which he has already 
started must be finished and he 
plans on moving to England to 
live one of these days. 

“I love England and would 
like to make .it™my home," he 
said. “I noticed an incredible 
difference between the people 
here and there. 

“There they seem to have a 
more friendly attitude. For ex- 
ample, I have very long hair 
and can go anywhere without 
feeling the need to run for my 
life. 

“But most of my future will 
be taken up in writing songs. 
I'd rather do that than anything 
else in the world . well, you 
know, within reason, because 
man doesn't live by bread 
alone.””

He cited SIU’s enrollment 
growth] from 3,013 in 1948 to 
more than 35,000 on two cam- 
puses |when Morris became 
presideht emeritus in 1970. 

Delyte Morris has been more 
than a builder or entrepeneur,”

iantly fpr the students and the 
faculty! He breathed life into the 
university in order that its aca- 
demic standing is top rated. De- 
lyte Morris’ spirit embodies the 
whole of the university. It is a 
personal monument to his 
strength and imagination.

That photographer stan 
out in the middle of a field with 
his camera pointed at a blank 
blue sky isn’t crazy — he is a 
creative artist gathering mate- 
rial. 

Thin “blue sky” slides — nor- 
mally about two stops overex- 
posed — can be used as “neu- 
tral density filters” to save 
many slides that are just a. bit 
too light and with no color in the 
sky. 

The “blu acts like black to 
intensify the other colors in the 
slide while ading a bit of color 
in the blank areas. 

‘The monochrome worker 
often is thrilled by being 
able to print clouds into a 
picture. The slide maker 
simply mounts two slides to- 
gether, one of clouds and the 
other his picture. 

Montages of every de- 
scription are, just as easy 
and have led to a whole se- 
ries of “‘special treatments,” 
by which the slide worker 
actually creates _ pictures 
that do not exist. 

One of the more common is 
the “derivation,” where a slide 
is printed in contact with what 
is really a graphic arts mate. 

jal, lithographic film. 

Litho film eliminates all mid- 
dle tones, and retains only the 
extreme whites and blacks. 

Thus a’ slide printed on litho 
produces a litho “negative” in 
which all highlights are totally 
black. 

When the two pieces of film 
are bound together — usually in 
glass — the picture shows-dra- 
matic black skies, or eliminates 
all highlights. 

‘There has been a surge of dia- 
zochromes, too, in competition 
photography in recent years — 
using another graphic arts ma-

terial 
colors. 

It “direct positive’ ma 
terial so the photographer still 
makes his litho-negative, then 
prints that negative on red, or 
yellow, or green, or whatever 
color he wants to bind with the 
slide. 

All of these techniques re- 
quire that the original negative 
be generally much lighter — or 
overexposed — than the normal 
slide. 

One photographer habitually 
makes an overexposed slide 
along with the one which he 
makes normally so he will have 
the material with which to work 

Actually, of course, the use of 
montages to produce perfectly 
natural-looking pictures is one 
which appeajs to most photog- 
raphers. 

It can be done in the camera 
— or in the lighted workroom 
over a light box so you can see 
what you are doing. 

Only simple equipment is 
required. A light and a piece 
of ground glass suspended 
over a couple of books can 
provide a goad “light box” 
on which to work. 

A good magnifying glass 
helps materially. And a good 
eight-power glass which can

a photo supply store should 
be used before “final bind- 
ing.” 

Actually, some workers de. 
liberately bind the various: ele- 
ments in the picture because the 
lines formed do create a third 
dimensional bas-relief effect 
which is quite effective. 

But the point is that the pho- 
tographer need not accept his 
slides as the last word in the 
kind of pictures he will present 
— and anyone who knows any. 
thing about the techniques avail- 
able doesn’t believe that a pho-

Divers Recover Rifle 
In 2nd Canal Search 


A return trip to the muddy 
depths of the Chain of Rocks Ca- 
nal by a team of local scuba 
divers produced a 1906 .22 cal- 
iber Winchester rifle sought by 
Perry County law enforcement 
officers in the inyestigation of a 
murder case in Pinckneyville, 
Tl. 

The initial search, lasting 
eight hours, was undertaken in 
the same general area by div- 
ers on July 11 at the request of 
Perry County officials. 

The team failed at that time 
to recover the weapon, but di 
covered a safe containing ap- 
proximately $3,000 worth of 
bonds and checks belonging to a 
physician in Clayton, Mo. 

Rex Waggoner, airmaster and 
coordinator of the Granite City 
Civil Defense Underwater Re- 
covery Team, said the rifle was 
found Sunday by diver Richard 
A. Grizzard, a CD team mem- 
ber and certified scuba diving 
instructor. 

Grizzard spent ‘a total of 30 
minutes in the water and only 
10 minutes in the immediate 
area where the weapon was lo- 
cated neat\ the. Chain of Rocks 
Canal bridg& 

The water was very murky 
and the bottom mild-had partial- 
ly covered the rifle which was 
found at a depth of 25 feet, close 
to the center channel, Waggoner 
said, 

The civil defense scuba diving 
officer said a suspect in the 
murder case had revised his es- 
timate on the rifle’s location 
last week, The new search area 
was closer to the center of the 
canal than he had indicated 
when’ the previous search was 
carried out. 

Waggoner gave credit for the 
quick recovery to a_ precise 
search pattern devised by Jack 
and John Atkisson of the East 
Side Divers Supply shop, 1340 
Niedringhaus Ave.,, both of 
whom participated in the 
search. 

Other team members taking 
part were Phil Davis, Mike Hen- 
derson, Howard “Bud” Finley 
and Waggoner. 

Charles ‘Diver’? Delps of 
Granite City and Okie Moore, 
both professional hardhat div- 
ers, directed the search with 
law enforcement officers.

A warning that the Illinois 
Division of Highways could dis- 
continue payments to contrac- 
tors for Granite City street im- 
provement projects at any 
time it determines the city has 
overspent its motor fuel tax 
income was sounded by Mayor 
Donald Partrey Monday night 
as council members. approved 
another round of motor fuel 
tax street improvements and 
appropriated funds for their 
construction, 


At the same time the mayor 
suggested that council mem- 
| bers agree upon a specific 
street program based . upon 
| available | funds at the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year, rather 
than approve at random an 
unrestricted number of projects 
from time to time through the 
year. 


He said the city now has in 
one stage or another the draw- 
ings and plans for street im- 
provements that would cost a 

\ total of about $4 millions. 

“At the present time,” 


he 


senna 


said, “the city has only about 
$700,000 “in. its motor fuel tax 
fund.” 

The city receives monthly al- 
Jotments of motor fuel tax 
from the Illinois’ Division of 
Highways ranging from $30,000 
to $35,000. If all of the projects 
now planned reached construc- 
tion stage, the mayor said, the 
city would be indebted against 
its ‘motor fuel tax fund for 
many years. 

City Responsible 

“I would like to remind the 
council that the state. highway 
department can, at any time, 
determine we have overspent 
our motor fuel tax funds and 
shut off payments to the con- 
tractors for street jobs,” the 
mayor said. “If that were to 
happen, the contractors could 
come back on the city for their 
money.” 

The mayor was joined by sev- 
eral aldermen in pointing out 
that unrestricted approval of 
a large number of projects,

Regional Report--Airport, Steel, Treatment Plant News 


Illinois Metro East Industrial 
Development Corporation 

The regional controversy over 
a site for the proposed St. 
Louis area airport continued. 

While the St. Louis Metropol- 
itan Area Airport Authority 
was awaiting East-West Gate- 
way- Coordinating Council ap- 
proval on its decision to apply 
for $85 million in federal funds 
for work on the new airport 
at Waterloo, Ronald Moore, 
state airport engineer, an- 
nounced Missouri officials will 
propose a special airport tax- 
ing district in an effort to catch 
up with the Illinois airport 
plans backed by Illinois Gov. 
Ogilvie and St. Louis Mayor Al- 
fonso J. Cervantes. 

Creating a special district 
would first require approval by 
the Missouri General Assembly, 
followed by approval in an area- 
wide referendum.\_ 

Mayor Cervantes, repeating 
his endorsement Of the Water- 
loo site, called the new propos- 
al “totally unacceptable and 
ridiculous” and warned that 
prolonged debate will mean the 
St. Louis area will take a back 
seat in the nation’s airport de- 
velopment program. 

In a move to give the people 
of the greater St. Louis area 
full access to the facts, the 
Airport Authority has hired a 
consulting firm to conduct a 
public information program ,on 
the proposed airport. 

Granite City Steel Co. 
shareholders overwhelming- 
ly approved a proposal to 


into a wholly-owned subsi- 
diary of National Steel 
Corp. The only real hurdle 
remaining is approval of 
the merger by the U.S. De- 
partment of Justice. 

Under the terms, each 
share of Granite-City com- 
mon stock will be converted 
into .4445 of a share of Na- 
tional. According to Nicho- 
las P. Veeder, board chair- 
man and chief executive of- 
ficer, the merger will re- 
sult in more jobs in the fu- 
ture at the Granite City 
plant. 

In addition, the move will 
provide new financial 
strength and facilitate the 
modernization and addition 
of plant and facilities, he 
said. 


Expansions scheduled by two 
East St. Louis firms will create 
85 permanent jobs in the city, 
Mayor James E. Williams Sr. 
announced. Tamara Foods, 
Inc., plans to provide 65 new 
jobs and Universal Air Filter 
Co. will add up to 20 jobs. 

Financing was provided by 
the Illinois Industrial Develop- 
ment Authority with coordina- 
tion by the East St. Louis In- 
dustrial Development Depart- 
ment. 

The mayor also announced a 
new federal grant of $3.8 mil- 
lion which will bring the Model 
Cities budget in East St. Louis 
to nearly $6 million. 

Mayor Williams said he hoped 
the money, which under the 


new program may bé spent on 
city-wide projects, wlould be 
used to improve lighting, sew- 
ers, garbage collection and the 
demolition of old | buildings. 
East St.. Louis was| the only 
city in Missouri and [Illinois to 
receive the new funds. 

The 1971 Mississippi River 
Festival, at mid-season, had a 
17% increase in attendance 
over the same per! of last 
year’s season. Neatly 39,000 
persons attended nine festival 
events presented July 10 - 25, 
compared with 32,000| last sum- 
mer. ‘Attendance increase av- 
eraged more than 700 persons 
per event.

Lawn & Garden

MID-SUMMER ANNUALS 


Your annuals will bloom more 
and produce better form with 
occasional pruning. 

All annuals will perform bet- 
ter when you can remove old 
flower heads. Some require 
pruning to promote reblooming 
and include snapdragons, pan- 
sies, zinnias, cosmos and tall- 
growing marigolds. Pruning-off 
the old flowers is not required 
to maintain steady supply of 
flowers on petunias, verbena, 
moss rose and dianthus. 

Overgrown plants can be 
pruned back to create more 
compact plants. Long ungainly 
stems of petunias, verbena, 
coleus, pansy, bells of. Ireland, 
alyssum and ageratum can be 
pruned back gradually or 
to stubs. New 
growth will create an attractive 
compact plant anda steady sup- 
ply of fall flowers. 
MOTH-EATEN LAWNS 

Have you seen lots of moths 
in your lawn during the past 
two weeks? 

Buff-colored moths in blue- 
grass_lawns are the parents of 
the last generation of lawn web- 
worms. Moths in late July pro- 
duce a generation of worms that 
can damage your bluegrass in 
August. 

Webworm damage is related 
to the number of worms as well 
as the condition of the lawn. Oc- 
casional deep watering produc- 
es more grass blades than the 
worms can eat. When watering 
is out of the question and you 
see lots of moths at this time 
you may need to use an insecti- 


| cide, 


The present pattern suggests 
webworms will hit their peak 
in early August. In drought sit- 
uations more than two worms 
per square foot of grass will 
cause serious damage while 
watered lawns often support 5 
to 6 worms without apparent 
injury. Look for nibbled-off 
plants that are still growing. 
Green leaf sections can be 
found in nearby tunnels in the 
thatch. The worms are green 
and hiding under the clippings. 

A single treatment with car- 
baryl (Sevin), Diazinon or 
Trichlorofon (Dylox) in early 
August will give you seasonal 
control. Granular products are 
just as effective as liquid 
sprays. As a spray application 
use 2.5 gallons’ of water per

PROCESS VEGETABLES IN 
THE PRESSURE CANNER 


Use a pressure canner to 
process all common. vegetables 
—except tomatoes and pickled 
vegetables. 

A pressure canner is the only 
kitchen utensil that can supply 
a high enough temperature in 
a reasonable length of time to 
kill the spores of bacteria that 
cause botulism, flat-sour and 
other types of spoilage. 

When using a pressure can- 
ner, follow the. manufacturer's 
directions. But if you've lost 
tlie instructions, follow these 
general directions for any 
steam-pressure canner: 

—Be sure the canner is clean 
and in perfect working order 
before you begin processing. 

—Place two or three inches 

of water and a rack in the bot- 
tom of the canner. 
—Set the filled glass jars on 
the rack in the canner. There 
should be enough space be- 
tween jars so that steam can 
flow around them. . 

—If you put in two layers of 
jars, use a rack between layers 
and stagger the top layer. 

—Fasten the canner cover 

securely so that steam escapes 
only at the petcock or weight- 
ed-gage opening. 
—Place the canner over heat 
and allow steam to escape 
from the vent for 10 minutes to 
force all air out of the canner. 
Then close the petcock or put 
on the weighted gage. 

—Let the pressure rise to ten 
pounds — 240 degrees F.— and 
begin counting processing time 
immediately. 

—Keep the pressure constant 
during processing by regulating 
the heat under the canner. 

—Remove the canner from 
the heat as soon as processing 
time is, finished, 

—Let the canner stand until 
the pressure is zero. Then wait 
a minute or two before opening 
the petcock or taking off the. 
weighted gage. As you remove 
the cover, tilt the far side up 
so that the steam escapes away 
from yau. 

—Remove the jars and place 
them top side up on a rack to 
cool.

problems for the Department of 

Agriculture’s Division of Feeds, 

Fertilizers and Standards. 

Check Weight, Label 

Division Director Glenn Yard 
explained how ‘his team of in- 
spectors guards Illinois resi- 
dentsyagainst mislabeled under- 
weight packaging and faulty 
scales, 

He emphasized that most 
state merchants do not deliber- 
ately try to cheat consumers. 
Often, he said, their weight and 


measurement ‘equipment is off, 


register and they don’t notice it 
until an inspector comes around. 

At least that’s what they tell 

“Yard. when he brings them in 
for a hearing. He’s willing to 
believe them, as long as the sit- 
uation is| immediately reme- 
died, His| good faith is usually 
justified by subsequent inspec- 
tions, he said. 

Potential Punishment 

If the consumer is still being 
tricked, however, Yard turns 
his data over to the state's at- 
torney’s office in the county 
where the offense occurred. 
The penalty upon conviction is 
a fine of $20 to $200 or impris- 
onment of up to three months 
or both. A second conviction 
can lead to a fine of up to $500 
and imprisonment up to one 
year. 

Inspectors have special police 
powers and may without formal 
warrant arrest alleged violators 
and seize for use as evidence

incorrect or unsealed weights 
and measures or amounts or 
packages of consumer commod- 
ities. 

The law under which the divi- 
sion operates is the Weights and 
Measures Act approved Aug. 26, 
1963. The act requires all pack- 
ages to say what is inside; the 
net quantity in either weight, 
measure or count; where it 
was packed; and the name and 
place of business of the manu- 
facturer, packer or distributor. 

Liquids must be sold by liq- 
uid measures or weight. The 
standard does not apply to liq- 
uids sold for immediate con- 
sumption on the premises, such 
as a concession stand at a fair. 

Key Consumer Service 

In a memorandum dated June 
16, Yard said, “Enforcement of 
Illinois’ weights and measures 
law should be considered as 
Illinois’ major and most impor- 
tant consumer protection serv- 
ice program.” 

The division's goal is to check 
every one of the scales and 
measures in the state at least 
once a year. The scales are 
compared to instruments tested 
regularly at the “master scales” 
of the state, kept in the lower 
level of the division office in a 
glass case. 

These in turn are calibrated 
to the national weight standards 
which are attuned to the inter- 
national (ultimate) scales and 

hts. 

his department is constant- 
ly on the look-out for people 
who make a practice of short 
weighting the public,” Yard 
continued. 

By enforcing the federal fair 
packaging and labeling act, the 
division also “assures clear and 
plainly visible labels on every 
packaged commodity sold,” 
giving the housewife the oppor- 
tunity to compare prices with 
amount of contents more easily. 

The 48 inspectors also scour 
the state checking gasoline 
pumps. They're out to see if 
the total cost Visible on the 
pump is tripping upward at a 
faster rate than the advertised 
price per gallon.

inquiries from other states as to 
details of the plan. 

The need is grimmly evident: 
The worst violence in this age 
of violence comes from acci- 
dental injuries on our highways, 
and in homes, factories and on 
farms. 

Accidental injury is the lead- 
ing cause of death among per- 
sons less than 45. 

Nationally, injuries claim 
115,000 lives a year, and leave 
another 400,000 persons disabled 
for life. 

But the price tag of this 
violence—$25 million—tells 
only part of the story. 


The plain fact is that a 
serviceman hurt in Vietnam has 
had a far better chance to get 
the medical care he needs than 
a person injured in Illinois. 

Ask any policeman or Illinois 
state trooper what is the worst 
part of his job. 

He'll likely tell you it’s the 


recurring agony of being sent 
to the scene of an accident and 
finding the mangled. bodies, of 
the living and dead. 

Poor communications, inexpert 
first-aid care, and unprepared 
medical facilities have in the 
past needlessly caused death or 
crippling injuries among per- 
sons who could have been 
saved, 

The key to the Ilinois 
plan is a network of 40 
“trauma” or injury treat- 
ment centers in hospitals 
and medical centers in all 
parts of the state. 

These will be linked by a 
statewide communications net- 
work, and backed up by a com- 
puterized trauma registry. 

We are already recruiting re- 
tiring veterans with years of 
experience in battlefield in- 
juries to serve as coordinators 
of the on-the-scene handling of 
accident victims. 


For the most seriously in- 
jured persons, who need imme- 
diate transportation to the best 
treatment center, we will use 
the state’s helicopter fleet. 

Last week I dedicated the 
first fully prepared regional 
trauma treatment center at St. 
John’s Hospital here. 

Similar centers are .be- 
coming operational in Chi- 
cago, Maywood and Car- 
bondale,. and will soon be 
joined by St. Francis Hos- 
pital in Peoria, Evanston 
Hospital, and centers in 
Champaign and Rockford. 
The modern radio commupi- 

cations system we have de- 
veloped will make possible the 
following hookup, for example: 

The policeman or ambulance 
attendant at the scene, in a 
three-way conversation with a 
surgeon and the nearest trau- 
ma center, will describe the 
injuries he has found. 


Depending on the severity and 
the extent of the injuries, the 
attendant will be advised how 


to treat the victim immediate- . 


ly, where to take him, and how 
to transport him in’ the best 
way possible, 

Emergency medical teams 
will be summoned to meet the 
victim on arrival, with all the 
technicians and complex equip- 
ment necessary to give imme- 
diate treatment and prevent 
further damage. 

Illinois is far too big to 
permit us to hope that our 
accident victims can always 
get the equal of battlefield 
service, 

But the surgeons who devel- 
oped the plan feel that a tre- 
mendous improvement can be 
realized in a very short time. 

These surgeons, Dr. Bruce A. 
Flashner and Dr. | David R. 
Boyd of the state Department 
of Public Health, have seen at

Miss Steinman Named 
Judge in NCTE Test 


Gladys Steinman, assistant 
professor of English at Southern 
Illinois University-Southwestern 
has been appointed a regional 
judge for the National Council 
of Teachers of English Achieve- 
ment Awards program for 1971 

Judging committees, compris- 
ing teachers of English from 
both colleges and high schools, 
will evaluate the writing skills 
and literary awareness of near- 
ly 7,000 selected high school 
students in their junior year. 

The achievement awards pro- 
gram attempts to grant recog- 
nition to high school students in 
their senior year for excellence 
in English, Miss Steinman ex- 
plained. Finalists are announced 
in October and are recom- 
mended for scholarship aid to 
all colleges, universities and 
junior colleges in the United 
States. 

The competition is part of the 
comprehensive program of the 
National Council of Teachers of 
English to improve instruction 
in English language and litera- 
ture at all levels throughout 
the ‘nation’s schools. 


2,300 Ex-Gl's to be 
Polled in SIU-SW Study 


Twenty-three hundred ex-GIs 
at Southern Illinois University- 
Southwestern are being polled 
to determine their interest in 
participating in a six-week ex- 
periment that could lead to de- 
velopment of new academic 
programs for returning Viet- 
nam veterans. 4 

“Figures currently ‘avilable 
show that only 20 to 25% of 
Vietnam veterans are taking 
advantage of the GI Bill. This 
says something very clearly to 
us about the situation of those 
who are now returning to civil- 
ian life after a.tour of military 
service. As a society we are 
wasting a reservoir of unrecog- 
nized and untapped potential. 
As individuals many veterans 
will suffer the life-long handi- 
cap of a truncated education,” 
Dr. John S. Rendleman, Ed- 
wardsville chancellor, said in a 
letter accompanying the ques- 
tionnaire. 

SIU-SW has received a $24,000 
grant from the U. S. Office of 
Education to support a six-week 
study substantially organized 
and run by veterans themselves 
which is expected to: 

Define special educational 
needs and potentials of veter- 
ans and clarify reasons for the 
apparent dissatisfaction of Viet- 
nam veterans with existing edu- 
cational programs. 

Develop, in coordination with 
faculty and administration, a 
specific proposal for an aca- 
demic program for veterans at 
the University. 

Formulate guidetines for oth- 
er programs, probably innova- 
tive in nature, which would 
help’ veterans solve the prob- 
iems of re-engaging with Amer- 
ican society while also helping 
society to reach the untapped 
potentials of a new generation 
of returning veterans. 

“We think the best way to 
begin solving these problems is 
to work with veterans them- 
selves, rather than projecting 
what we and other institutions 
might do to or for veterans,” 
Chancellor Rendleman said. 

The pilot project will involve 
25 veterans, most of whom will 
be SIU-SW students, but efforts 
will be made to involve non- 
students as well. An estimated 
30% of the veterans are ex- 
pected to be from ‘minority 
groups. Selected faculty and 
administrators will also partici- 
pate. Sessions are tentatively 
scheduled to run from Aug. 9 
through Sept. 18. 

Other approaches to problems 
of veteran readjustment which

Studying special educational 
needs and potentials of black, 
low-income and disadvantaged 
veterans. 

Consulting with representa- 
tives of all academic units at 
SIU-SW to clarify possibilities 
that each may have to offer in 
terms of the needs of veterans. 

Area veterans interested in 
participating in the program 
are asked to contact Gilling- 
ham in the Office of the Sys- 
tem Vice-Presidents at SIU-SW 
by telephoning (618) 692-3340. 

Participation is open to vet- 
erans enrolled in any area col- 
lege or university and to non- 
student veterans.

Freda Payne's Singing 
Shows Depth of Soul

Freda Payne is an extraordi- 
nary performer, on stage or on 
record. She sings of life, of love 
and of the agonizing thrill-driv- 
en torment of lust with an hon- 
esty of feeling that leads one to 
believe every twisted note and 
every imploring lyric is being 
dredged up from the very 
depths of her soul. 

Besides her strong, deep 
voice, Freda has everything 
working for her—good looks, a 
body that she knows exactly 
‘how to use, plus a radiant per- 
sonality that makes you glad 
you decided to have a chat with 
her. 

In-a recent interview, Miss 
Payne said that her favorite 
type of music is perhaps show 
tunes. However, she loves 
songs written with a_ strong 
message and good melodic lines 
that have some point of build- 
ing. 

eo ike songs that note great 
sensitivity and depth,” she said. 
“Also songs that tell about un- 
requited love and deep feelings. 
You know, I really like these, 
in other words the sad sob sto- 
ries, like ‘Where's Thy Rainy 
Day?" ” 

This is. the soulful side of 
Freda Payne that springs from 
a sheer sensuality, brought 
about by years of experience 
and attested to in her latest al- 
bum called “Freda Payne Con- 
tact”? on the Invictus label. 

Miss Payne first | exercised 
her lungs at the age of 11 when 
her teacher insisted on her 
singing instead of just playing 
the piano, 

“As it turned out, singing was 
the beginning of a new awaken- 
ing,” she said. “I discovered a 
new me because I was actually 
very shy, withdrawn and more 
of an introvert type.” 

At the age of 17 she made her 
professional debut, singing in 
the chorus of the Pearl Bailey 
Revue. 

Then a trip to Las Vegas 
where she soon found work 
singing with Duke Ellington, 
followed by an eight-week  en- 
gagement at the San_ Souci. 
Then, it was off to New York to 
study voice and dance, Danc- 
ing, incidentally, happens to be 
her greatest love in life. 

“Soon I decided to hit the 
road again and pursue my ca- 
reer actively,” she recalled. “I 
did nightclub engagements and 
soon people were requesting me, 
so one thing gradually led to 
another and here I am just re- 
turning from my second trip to 
Europe.” 

Miss Payne hit the pop scene 
big with her ‘Band of Gold” 
and is now making waves with 
her new hit single “Bring The 
Boys Home,” both on the In- 
victus label. She now describes 
herself as a soul singer with a 
pop flavor. 

“In the past, I've been typed 
as a variety kind of singer that 
sings with different inflections,” 
she explained. “For example, 
I can sing a show tune and do 


the way a showman would do 

, with the vaudeville pizzazz 
and all that stuff. Or I can sing 
a R&B (rhythm and blues) tune 
and sing it like it should be 
sung and the same goes for a 
jazz tune.” 

Freda has few peers when it 
comes to style, grace and looks, 
but she admits that she listened 
toa lot of Aretha Franklin when 
she was trying to get back in 
the soul bag. Coming from what 
they called the jazz bag, she 
felt she lacked soul and tried 
to gain it through Aretha. 

“I soon discovered, however, 
that listening to others had very 
little to do with my gaining 
cause what someone else has 
isn’t going to be what you've 
got. I began to think that if 1 
was going to have it, it would 
just come naturally.” 

Without a doubt, it did come 
naturally and now everywhere 
this classy package appears, 
she causes a stir that has given 
her the label as one of the ‘‘sex- 
iest female vocalists in the busi- 
ness.” 

Commenting on this, Freda 
explained her views of Wom- 
en’s Liberation. To her, women 
have fallen into a second-place 
category of what she calls the 
double-standard system. She 
says it’s like a revolution and 
that women just won’t stand for 
it any longer. 

‘Women can’t really be treat- 
ed like men because they must 
maintain their dignity and fem- 
ininity,” she said. “But, a smart 
woman can be right on with the 
liberation movement and at the 
same time control men and re- 
tain her femininity, dignity and 
self-respect. These are the fore- 
most things, I believe, and they 
are the things I myself try to 
preserve.”

‘Spud Band’ Potato Thieves Active 
- { AUGUST 5, 1921 


The “Spud Band,” comprising a gang of confidence men, is 
working anew game on unsuspecting farmers ‘hauling potatoes to 
market in the early morning. The gang is active at the northern 
section of Venice, where during the past two weeks a large quan- 
tity of potatoes has disappeared.

A fewtyears ago a neighbor of mine, Bill Schmitt, died of 
a heart Attack. Not too long before his death he planted a 
mimosa tree. He stuck a pipe in the ground to help it grow 
straight, On summer days when the sun seemed oppressively 
hot, he put an umbrella out to shade the little seedling. He 
watered it, Now a few years later that tree is a beautifully 
flowering, magnificent tree. Whenever I look at it I think 
of Bill Schmitt. 

In Alton, Illinois the local park and recreation board has 
a program where trees can be planted in the community in 
honor of someone's memory. It is a practical, living memorial 
that makes Alton a more beautiful community. The program 
there was conceived by a local physician, Dr. Gordon Moore. 

Planting trees takes little effort, improves the beauty of 
a community, and more importantly, helps to keep the air 
which we breathe clean. 

One of the good things about planting trees is that it does 
not necessarily take any organized effort by either voluntary 
or governmental groups. You can start planning right now 
where you should plant a tree or trees early this fall. Or 
perhaps, you want to get organized action on it, by having 
your logal civic or church group, or municipality or park 
district push things. 

But if you read this and do something, we will all be

Admittedly, there is no present plan to 
create two university boards; both universities 
will continue to be governed by the Southern 
Illinois board of trustees. 

Nevertheless, from the standpoint of more 
convenient identification and greater individual 
stature, it would be worth the time to study 
possible new campus designations for use now 
or at some future time. 

The hyphenation which at present is neces- 
sary could prove confusing for the two SIU 
presidents, and perhaps a bit demeaning—sort 
of like the athletic record-setter who has to 
settle for an asterisk rather than a clear-cut 
listing in the record book.

When residents of Madison and St. Clair 
Counties initially were contributing toward a 
fund to purchase land for the proposed local 
campus, they did so under the banner of an 
officially-recognized organization which utilized 
the word “Southwestern” in its name. 

After the local university was established, 
there was a sudden unexplained switch to 
“Edwardsville,” with the word “Carbondale” 
added to the name of the original SIU campus 
100 miles south of here. 

The creation of “SIU-C” and “SIU-E* 
abbreviations may have had some geographic 
value, but no more so than would other de- 
scriptive symbols. 

We have continued to use Southwestern, 
or SIU-SW—not out of any espect to the 
neighboring city of Edwardsville, but out of 
respect to the regional concept initially stressed 
when money was being raised and when serv- 
ices and functions were being planned. 

Even the campus newspaper—and_stu- 
dents through a referendum—have emphasized 
the inadequacy of any one city's name by com- 
bining three—Alton, East St. Louis and 
Edwardsville—into the ‘‘Alestle’’ newspaper

Bicentennial Era Opens; Objectives Include 
Peace, Prosperity, Health, Homes, Education 


The most significant events of the Ameri- 
can Revolution and the founding of our republic 
took place in what is now only the narrow east- 
ern edge of a nation that spans a continent. 

It is understandable that preparations for 
the American bicentennial celebration in 1976 
are getting the most attention in those cities and 
states where the drama of independence un- 
folded two centuries ago. 

If the rest of the nation is developing a 
left-out feeling, the address by President Nixon 
proclaiming the beginning of the five-year bi- 
centennial era may be heartening. He empha- 
sized that the bicentennial will be much more 
than a look backward to 1776. 

It will deal with the full 200 years of 
national history—a record of accomplishment 
for every state in the union. More important, 
it will deal as much with the present and the 
future as with the past. 

Mr. Nixon called on America to dedicate 
itself ‘to a series of goals for its 200th year. 
They are ambitious goals—peace, a stable| and 
healthy economy, a victory over the threat of 
pollution to air and water, an extension of op- 
portunities for education, health care, good 
housing and employment throughout the popu- 
lation. 

When the eyes of the world turn to the 
United States of America in 1976, the meaning 
of the bicentennial will lie in the extent to 
which the American people have brought these 
goals to reality. 

Two hundred years ago, the first U. S. 
citizens accepted the challenge of making a 
success of a bold experiment in self-government 
founded on principles of political equality and 
individual rights. That challenge is renewed for 
each generation of Americans. 


This last year, an aldermen- 
appointed citizens committee of 
very outstanding citizens in our 
city submitted a proposal to the 
Madison City Council on tavern 
closing laws in the city. It was 
adopted by the Council with a 
very high public commendation 
and the city’s tavern closing 
hours were changed from 4 
a.m. to 1 a.m. on weekday 
nights and 2 a.m. on Saturday 
and Friday nights, 

Since the new closing law 
came into effect, there has been 
street talk of some dissatisfac- 
tion. Most of the tavern owners 
are really trying to abide by all 


in all establishments, would re- 
main as it is now. 

Another very concrete step to 
enable’ citizens to get a very 
clear picture of the way in 
which things stand, especially 
with regard to the $500 liquor 
licenses that the city distrib- 
ytes, would be legislation re- 
quiring that a list of all estab- 
lishments in a city with liquor 
licenses, all establishments in 
the city with restaurant licens- 
es, and all establishments with 
both, be published in the local 
newspaper annually as each 
new license is issued. 

As concerns distribution of the 


the laws under the new condi- 
tions. 

When tavern owners have to 
break the law to stay in busi- 
ness, they can be used, along 
with the police, as political foot- 
balls. In such a game, tavern 
owners are in danger of losing 
their dramshop insurance or of 
having to pay more for it, and 
police have ‘political difficulty 
enforcing the laws. 

It is possible that we could 
create an alternative for tavern 
owners that might: (1) take 
some of the pressure off their 
budgets, (2) encourage them 
to rearrange their establish- 
ment a bit, (3) ease police prob- 
lems and (4) at the same time 
bring in a little more sales tax 
into our city treasury. 

The alternative is that we 
modify the closing law to let 
certified restaurants to have liq- 
uor licenses continue serving 
drinks with food at table (but 


licenses itself, the mayor and 
the City Council, as opposed to 
just the mayor, should have au- 
thority to decide approval for 
each one, and a ceiling on the 
total number of taverns allowed 
in the city should be set and ap- 
proached gradually. As individ- 
ual establishments go out of 
business, new permits should 
not be issued without very good 
reasons. 

If citizens know who is sup- 
posed to be open and who is not 
supposed to be open, and if a 
few more of the establishments 
in our city find incentive to be- 
gin serving meals to individuals 
— passing through or not —at 
late hours, instead of just serv- 
ing drinks at a bar, the human 
environment in the city might 
be able to improve in a num- 
ber of respects.

State Sluggish in Using Federal Funds to Reduce, Prevent Crime

Washington—A federal study 
has confirmed a warning made 
earlier this year by Arthur J. 
Bilek, head of the Illinois Law 
Enforcement Commission, that 
crimebusters were moving 
sluggishly in the state. 

Bilek was here in January to 
confer with officials of the Law 
Enforcement Assistance Admin- 
istration (LEAA). 

He told a news conference the 
“root of the problem” in Illi- 
nois was the failure of such 





cities as Chicago, Springfield 
and East St. Louis to take on 
“meaningful crime reduction 
and prevention programs. 

Bilek warned then that if this 
failure to mobilize force effec- 
tively against crime continued, 
the voters would demand and 
probably force better coordina- 
tion among jurisdictions. 

Confirmation of Bilek’s assess- 
ment came in General Account- 
ing Office (GAO) testimony last 
week before a House subcom- 
mittee when Gregory J. Abart, 
deputy director of GAO’s Civil 
Division, told of a review of 
block grants made by LEAA to 
state planning agencies in Cal- 
ifornia, New York and Illinois 
in fiscal years 1969 and 1970. 

The three states together got 
about one-fourth of all block 
grant funds awarded by LEAA, 
or $49.5 million. 

“There has been a slowness 
in using the appropriated 
funds,” Ahart said, despite the 
high ' priority Congress and 
LEAA put on fighting crime and 
improving the criminal justice 
system. 

Ahart said as of last Dec. 31, 
the three states had withdrawn 
only $11.9 million, of which their 
planning agencies had forward- 
ed $9.2 million to state and local 
units of government. 

“While expenditures should be 
made only when it appears that 
a useful result will obtain, we 
believe that the inertia evi- 
denced by the aforementioned 
figures is a matter which should 
be of concern both to Congress 
and LEAA . .. ” Ahart told the 
Government Operations Sub- 
committee for Legal and Mone- 
tary Affairs. 

Ahart said LEAA guide 
lines requiré each state to 
have a comprehensive plan 
which relates its-other socio- 
economic programs to law 
enforcement. 

“We found that, for the 
most part, the 1970 state 
plans of California, Illinois 
and New York included 
merely a brief description of 
the programs available and, 
in some instances, 


of funds received,” he said. 

“There was little mention 

of the extent of coordina- 

tion by the state planning 
agencies with other agen- 
cies.” 

He said all three states had 
taken steps to measure the ef- 
fectiveness of individual proj- 
ects and consultants were used 
for such purposes. 

“In Illinois, we noted instanc- 
es where the consultants stated 
they were not able to fully eval- 
uate the projects because they 
believed project goals and ob- 
jectives were inadequately de- 
fined and/or necessary records 
for an evaluation were not es- 
tablished or maintained,” Ahart 
said. 

“We do not think the matter 
can be allowed to rest,”’ he as- 
serted, saying project evalua- 
tions are “vital” in basic plan- 
ning by different agencies—all 
needing such information and 
making the transition from fed- 
eral aid to state-sustained im- 
provements. 

Ahart said LEAA itself was 
unable to respond to the Illinois 
state planning agency’s request 
in 1970 for information on pro- 
grams that had failed or suc- 
ceeded because its own intake 
was too sketchy. 

He said the fact that project 
evaluations “‘are not being 
made in an organized and sys- 
tematic way is the first stumbl- 
ing block to adequately info: 
state planning agencies ” 

Ahart said GAO findings 
showed that the three state 
planning agencies advanced 
funds to sub-grantees in 
amounts greater than neces- 
sary to meet their actual 
needs. 


“In the three states re- 
viewed, we visited 27 sub- 
grantees and found that 13 
of them had funds in excess 
of current requirements,” 
he said. “For example, in 
Illinois, four of seven sub- 
. grantees were advanced 
funds three to five months 
before the funds were 
needed. 


“One subgrantee had received 
about $58,700 of a $117,000 grant 
in August 1970, and in January 
1971 the subgrantee still had the 
funds and did not anticipate 
spending them forlseveral 
months.” |

Touching on another Illinois 
shortcoming, Ahart said the 
state planning agency failed to 
make a timely follaw-up on re- 
ported deficiencies jin a public 
defender services project. 


He said a monitpr was ad- 
vised by an indepeadent evalu- 
ator that clearly dpfined func- 
tions and responsibilities were 
not established, employes were 
unnecessarily dupligating effort, 
some professionals! were not 
properly employed,! and filings 
of appeals briefs were held up 
by administrative delays. 

When Bilek, the Jllinois Law 
Enforcement chaitman, __con- 
ferred here with LEAA officials 
and talked later fo reporters 
last January, he said his two- 
year assessment pinpointed five 
“critical” areas of criminal jus- 
tice in the state: 

Little success had been 
made in crime prevention 
and reduction; the probation 
system was intolerably de- 
fective; most county jails 
are outmoded and archaic; 
professional law enforce- 
ment training tuns the 
gamut from one for some 
county deputies to seven 
months for a Chicago police 
recruit; and suspicion and 
mistrust among the jurisdic- 
tions benefits the criminal. 

“We can make plans until 
doomsday, but what we 
need is implementation,” 
declared John F, X. Irving, 
the commission’s executive 
director, at that news con- 
ference. 

“We have no statutory power 
to compel cooperation, or par- 
ticipation, but we will make 
funds available to them.”

“Believe me, she’s not going 
to tell her priest or her hair- 
dresser what's really inside.

This is what an acquaintance 
told author Gail Cameron about 
Mrs, Rose Fitzgerald Kenedy, 
and it perhaps is why “Rose,” a 
biography of the 81-year-old 
matriarch of the Kennedy clan, 
doesn’t tell many of us much 
we didn’t know about this re- 
markable woman. 

However, putting all the Ken- 
nedy (and the Fitzgerald) 
pieces together between two 
covers does produce an enter- 
taining volume on the triumphs 
and the tragedies that have 
struck this Massachusetts po- 
litical family. 

Author Cameron, called a 
Kennedy “expert” by the pub- 
lishers based on her eight years 
covering the Kennedys for Life 
magazine, never got a chance 
to interview closely the subject 
of the biography, and this 
seems to leave a void in the 
book. 

She has done her research 
well in an attempt to overcome 
this deficiency. 

What she has found about 
Rose’s early life in Boston 
with her politician father, 
John F. (Honey Fitz) Fitz- 
gerald seems to emerge as 
the most interesting area of 
her writing. 

Rose was a brilliant and vi- 
brant girl in those early days in 
Boston’s Irish Catholic Society. 

She was the youngest gradu- 
ate at Dorchester High School, 
receiving her diploma at the 
age of 15 from her father, who 
recently had won the race for 
mayor of Boston.

His choice, howeyer, formed 
one of the firm foundations of 
her whole philosophy and set 
the stage for a life of devotion 
to the church. 

This switch in school plans 
was one of the few personal 
setbacks in her young — and 
even later—life. 

She overcame the opposition 
of her father to Joseph P. Ken- 
nedy, a young Boston banker, 
and married the man who was 
to be at her side through tri- 
umph, disappointment and trag- 
edy. 


Her command of situations 
large and small over the years 
won for her the title, both as an 
accolade and criticism, of Queen 
Mother of Camelot, and she 
often ruled as such. 

Most of all, perhaps, this 
stature permitted her to 
stand straight in the face 
of tragic losses in her fam- 
ily time after time, a bear- 
ing that did far more than 
justify an evaluation made 
by her own husband long 
before ‘he died: 

“In all, the years we’ve 
‘been married,” Joe Ken- 
nedy said, “I never heard 
her complain.” 

Author Cameron obviously is 
entranced by the Kennedy dy- 
nasty and the Kennedy legend. 

This, however, detracts little 
from the charm emerging in the 
hundreds of Kennedy anecdotes 
she has culled from interviews 
with many persons who knew. 
the Kennedys well. 

Despite the disadvantage of 
not being able to meet face to 
face with the subject of her 
work for a penetrating firsthand 
study, she has re-created well 
the life of this enigmatic wom- 
an—and the extraordinary fam- 
ily which she reared.

Downstate Demo- 
crats are becoming increasingly 
concerned that a bitter primary 
fight could wreck what they 
consider bright hopes of regain- 
ing major state offices, includ- 
ing the governership, next year. 

Chi- 
cago Mayor Richard J. Daley 
and the lesser party brass work 
out an agreement between the 
three other aspirants for gover- 
nor to provide a united front 
that could assure the usual 
stomping ‘of anyone brash 
enough to challenge the organ- 
ization in the primary. 

‘A major problem would be to 
convince the three gubernato- 
rial hopefuls, all seeking Daley 
and organization endorsement, 
to go along.

The Simon push for the gov- 
ernor nomination has been 
under way for months and his 
Statehouse supporters contend 
that polls and other indications 
show him the grassroots favor- 
ite and a good bet to beat 
Republican Gov. Richard B. 
Ogilvie. 

The big fear of the Simon 
people is that Daley may turn 
him down for governor and as- 
sign -him to the U. S. Senate 
race’ instead. The prevailing 
view in Capitol politics is that 
although Simon could proba- 
bly beat Ogilvie—he would 
probably lose to Republican 
Sen. Charles H. Percy. 

Nor do Howlett's backers rel- 
ish the idea of demoting him 
from governor consideration to 
run for secretary of state. Ap- 
pointive Secretary of State 
John W. Lewis is considered 
virtually certain to run for a 
full term. 

Any incumbent secretary of 
state is hard to beat and Lewis 
has a strong personal following 
of his own. 

One of Howlett’s main argu- 
ments for seeking the governor 
spot is that he has a following 
among Republicans unmatched 
by any other Illinois Democrats. 
However, Howlett would proba- 
bly draw fewer traditional Re- 
publican voters away from John 
Lewis than from any other GOP 
opponent, most specifically 
Ogilvie. 

Nor would Howlett be 
happy with being slated for 
another term in what 
amounts to his present of- 
fice, although the new des- 
ignation under the new 
Illinois Constitution is com- 
troller.

down from governor would 

be Foran. A former U. S. 

attorney, he might well ac- 

cept assignment to run for 
attorney general. 

His chances of unseating 
highly-regarded Republican  in- 
cumbent William J. Scott 
would, however, rate as slim. 

Curent capitol consensus for 
a Democratic harmony slate 
for 1972 would probably list 
Howlett for governor, Simon for 
U, S. senator and Foran for 
attorney general. 

The big problem here for 
Daley and his allies would un- 
doubtedly be Simon. He holds a 
good hand in political poker 
and conceivably could call 
even Daley’s bluff.

Family Income 
Guidelines for 
Free Lunches Set 


Family income guidelines for 
eligibility for free and reduced 
price school lunches were re- 
vised Monday night by the 
Granite City Board of Educa- 
tion to conform to new income 
guidelines issued by the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture. 

Copies of policy: statements 
are to be forwarded to parents 
through their children at the 
beginning of school. The: an- 
nouncement and_ application 
forms are the same as used 
Jast year. 

The guidelines, listing the 
family size and the annual 
gross income limits follow: 


One, $2,040; two, $2,670; three 
$3,310; four, $3,940; five, $4,530; 
six, $5,110; seven, $5,640; eight, 
$6,170; nine, $6,650; 10, $7,120; 
11, $7,620; 12, $8,080; and for 
each additional family mem- 
ber, add $480. 

Density Bonus Plan 

The board approved a den- 
sity bonus plan in which the 
district will receive an increase 
in state aid of $298,790 through 
a 4% density factor. It re- 
quires the approval of the state 
office of the superintendent of 
public instruction. 

The plan last year provided 
for 20 positions which will be 
retained with the exception of 
the psychologist, now financed 
in another program. The in- 
crease will provide for 17 more 
this year. 

The budget for the program 
includes $11,925 for a business 
manager, $295,001 for person- 
nel and $4,500 for contractual 
services, a truancy program 
operated in conjunction with 
Coordinated Youth Services.

State Microfilms Auto 
Listings--1907 to 1968 


John W. Lewis, Secretary of 
State and State Librarian, has 
announced the completion of 
filming the ‘‘Wheel Book’ rec- 
ords from 1907 through 1968. 
The “Wheel Book” is the listing 
of all registered motor vehicles 
for each year since registration 
of motor vehicles began in 1907. 
More than 5,500,000 _ vehicles 
were registered in 1970 alone, 
which indicates the tremendous 
volume of paper: involved. 

In 1966, the Motor Vehicle Di- 
vision, faced with the problem 
of storage and handling of the 
preponderous records of motor 
vehicle registrations, with the 
assistance of Central Micro- 
graphics Operation and. the 
State Library, decided to con- 
solidate these records -by put- 
ting them on microfilm. This 
tremendous amount of -informa- 
tion is now contained on 481, 
16mm cartridges. For historical 
purposes, the first ten years 
were rebound, cataloged and 
are now housed in the State Li- 
brary Document Collection. 

‘An index is provided for each 
cartridge which makes it possi- 
ble for easy access of informa- 
tion. Hundreds of requests for 
early motor vehicle registration 
information are answered week- 
ly by the Automobile Registra- 
tion Files Section. The amount 
of time saved in searching for 
this information is incalculable.

The scheduled performance of 
Roberta Flack, singer and pian- 
ist, and Albert King, guitarist 
and bluesman, for the Tuesday, 
Aug. 10, program at the Missis- 
sippi River Festival should pro- 
vide music lovers the opportu- 
nity to witness the old and the 
new first hand.

Her singing has been labeled 
a combination of rock, soul, 
folk, gospel and jazz. Miss 
Flack, like many singers, start- 
ed at a young age singing in the 
church choir, where her mother 
played the organ and gave her 
piano lessons, which gave her 
an early inrtoduction to music. 

At the age of four she was 
picking at the piano and later 
moved on to playing the organ 
in church. All through high 
school she played in the band 
and choir and exhibited evi- 
dence of a seemingly child 
prodigy in gospel music.

received a full scholarship to 
Howard University. 

Upon graduation from Howard 
at 18, she completed six months 
of graduate school in music be- 
fore the death of her father 
caused the family to move to 
Washington, D. C. Miss Flack 
accepted a teaching job in a 
rural segregated school in 
Farmville, N. C. 

Her musical career began as 
an accompanist for opera sing- 
ers and later she worked part- 
time, and in the summers, play- 
ing and singing in clubs in 
Washington, D. C. 

Miss Flack has appeared on 
the Today Show, the Merv Grif- 
fin Show, the Tonight Show, and 
all of the major jazz festivals, 
including the Montreaux Festi- 
val in Switzerland. 

Guitarist King 

In the combination of the old 
and the new, guitarist Albert 
King has to stand out as the 
candidate for the grand and old. 
Having been a musician for 
many years before the times 
caught up with him, Albert 
King’s popularity came late in 
life. 

He had played the blues for 
many years for $4 or $5 a night 
until the new generation started 
to “dig” the blues sound. King 
now finds several of his songs 
‘on the top polls in the country.

Key to Draft 


An immediate Vietnam cease- 
fire ‘proposal offered by Cong. 
Melvin Price (D-East St. Louis) 
is a key provision in the draft 
bill compromise agreed to by 
House and Senate Conferees. 

Cong. | Price, the ranking 
House conferee, obtained ap- 
proval for inclusion in the con- 
ference report on the draft bill 
of a ceasefire agreement as a 
means of implementing the 
withdrawal of U. S. forces from 
Indochina and return of Amer- 
ican prisoners of war. 

The top House Armed Serv- 
ices Democrat has advocated 
such an’ approach for over a 
year. Following his return from 
Cambodia as a member of the 
President's fact finding com- 
mission on the Cambodian in- 
vasion, Price in June 1970 out- 
lined his ceasefire proposal in 
a speech before the Belleville 
Junior Chamber of Commerce. 

The Price ceasefire proposal, 
has been incorporated as 
House Concurrent Resolution 
276, which, Cong. Price intro- 
duced last April. It calls for the 
President of the United States 
to publicly announce that as of 
given date and time the United 
States would cease all offensive 
action by U. S. forces (air, 
land, sed) for a limited period

If they responded favorably, 
a UN or other international 
truce force would be ordered 
into South Vietnam to oversee 
the cease fire and the with- 
drawal of all foreign troops — 
@ move that should in turn gen- 
erate meaningful negotiations. 


If the communists refused to 
accept or observe or abide by 
the cease fire, the United States 
would, of course, clearly re- 
serve the right to defend itself 
against attack, Simultaneously 
the President would declare 
that the United States would re- 
peat the cease fire initiative in 
two weeks time. If that failed, 
it would be repeated a third and 
fourth time — until the commu- 
nists were convinced the U. S 
was serious about ending the 
war. 

Cong. Price declared, “A 
cease fire would bring an im- 
mediate end to the killing and 
destruction; it provides for the 
protection and safety of Amer- 
ican troops and provides for 
their early withdrawl; it guar- 
antees the simultaneous with- 
drawal of North Vietnamese 
troops, thereby precluding any 
mistake about an American 
“surrender” or “sell out’; it 
offers a realistic opportunity for 
a political rather than a mili- 
tary settlement to the war 
through resumption of meaning- 
ful negotiations in Paris lead- 
ing to the return of our Prison- 
ers of War, and it provides 
the Vietnamese people with 
full opportunity for self 
determinatior

Scott Asks High Court to Reconsider Tax Decision 


Mlinois Attorney General Wil- 
liam J. Scott has filed a peti- 
tion in the Illinois Supreme 
Court asking the court to re- 
consider its recent decision that 
reimposed the personal prop- 
erty tax on individuals. 

In an extensive brief, Scott 
pointed out that the people of 
the State, by an overwhelming 
eight-to-one margin, voted to 
amend their own Constitution to 
remove the unfair and inequita- 
ble tax on an individual's per-

Scott said that the Court has 
the obligation to give every 
benefit of the doubt to holding 
such a Constitutional amend- 
ment valid. 

Scott cited numerous legal 
decisions holding that is is 
proper to classify individual 
ownership of property differ- 
ently from corporate ownership 
for taxation purposes, including 
the Illinois Supreme Court's 
own decision in the recent in- 


come tax case. 


Many Advantages 

“There are many advantages 
of corporate ownership, such as 
the exemption from personal li- 
ability and the continuity of 
ownership which justify treat- 
ing the corporate citizen differ- 
ently than ‘the individual citi- 
zen,” Scott said. 


Scott also pointed out the im- 
a complete and 
final legal determination of the 
personal property tax question 


“since many points in the 
Court’s original opinion would 
place in jeopardy the plan, in- 
cluded in the new Constitution, 
of gradually phasing out the en- 
tire personal property tax. 

Scott said that he had been 
notified by the Illinois Agricul- 
tural Association that they 
would also file a brief on be- 
half of the farmers of Illinois 
supporting Scott’s position.

years. He grew up at Salem, 
caddied on the Salem golf 
course as a boy, served in the 
Air Force in Europe in world 
war II and then G-I Billed his 
way through law school at the 
University of Illinois, graduating 
in February, 1950. He hung out 
his shingle in Carlyle in the 
spring of 1950 and became ex- 
posed to the possibility of Illi- 
nois’ biggest lake, then on the 
drawing board of the U. S. 
Corps of Engineers. As a young 
attorney, he had time for such 
things. 

He made his first trip to 
Washington in behalf of the 
lake in the spring of 1952 and 
the Carlyle Lake project was 
taken out of the ‘“‘file to be 
abandoned because of lack of 
local interest” and placed in 
the “active file.” 


From there, he took off. He 
was able to get more planning 
funds, then construction funds 
and in 1958 construction was 
under way. Completed about 
three years ago, Carlyle Lake 
drew more than two million 
pleasure-seekers in both 1969 
and 1970. Ideal weather this 
year has increased visitation. 
Visitors have been coming at 
the rate of 80,000 to 100,000 a 


week. That plus Shelbyville, 
where the first recreation sea- 
son is being experienced this 
year. 

The State of Illinois named its 
biggest park on Carlyle Lake, 
approximately 2,950 acres on the 
west side, the Eldon Hazlet 
State Park in his honor. The 
Department of the Army award- 
ed him the army’s highest dec- 
oration for a civilian in the last 
year of his life. 

Gene Jantzen of Carlyle has 
been named chairman of the 
Kaskaskia Valley Association to 
solicit funds for a memorial to 
Mr. Hazlet. 

‘The young attorney was neith- 
er fisherman nor boater but en- 
visioned the value of tHe Kas- 
kaskia River projects to South- 
ern Illinois. 

It was not his lone achieve- 
ment. He headed tourism in this 
region, was city attorney for 
several Clinton county commu- 
nities, managed the Clinton 
County Fair from its organiza- 
tion until his death, was Cham- 
ber of Commerce secretary in 
Carlyle for his last six years 
and found time to be father to 
five children. 

In 16 years he became Car- 
lyle’s most irreplaceable citizen 
and the state, in his death, lost 


@ waterways champion. 

When he was ill and unable to 
appear before the Senate fi- 
nance committee, he was paid 
a fine tribute by the late U. S. 
Senator Everett Dirksen, Dirk- 
sen told the senatorial group 
that “Eldon Hazlet says these 
projects need additional money, 


and if he says so, the projects _ 


need it.” 


Mrs. Hazlet, who shared her 
husband’s enthusiasm in the 
Kaskaskia project, has moved 
her family to Jacksonville where 
she was graduated from Mac- 
Murray College in education 
this spring. She will teach in the 
Jacksonville grade school sys- 
tem this fall. Her daughter, 
Cynthia, and son, Peter, attend 
Illinois | College there, her 
daughter, Pam, is in high 
school, and Linda and Bill are 
in grade school. The latter at- 
tends the State School for the 
Blind. 

Hazlet did not live to see the 
completion of his dedicated 
work. He would have enjoyed 
the throngs at the two lakes. He 
expected the canalization of the 
Kaskaskia, still not completed,

Turkish Ban Aids Opium Battle

Washington — Turkey’s deci- 
sion to halt all opium produc- 
tion in 1972 may be a major 
victory in fighting the interna- 
tional drug traffic, but a total 
cutoff of illegal drugs entering 
the United States is not in 
sight. 

Six other nations besides 
Turkey — sources of an esti- 
mated 60 to 80 per cent of the 
heroin used by American ad- 
dicts — are authorized to grow 
opium legally under a 1961 con- 
vention on narcotics. 

me of this gets into illicit 


Mexico, although not author- 
ized under the treaty, also pro- 
duces some opium that is proc- 
essed into heroin for U.S. cus- 
tomers. 

Southeast Asia — particular- 
ly the tri-border area of Laos, 
Burma and Thailand — has be- 
come increasingly significant 
as a source of opium-based 
illicit drugs. 

There are reports of 21 opium 
refineries in that region provid- 
ing a constant flow of heroin 
for U.S. troops in South Viet- 
nam. 

The authorized apium-grow- 
ing nations besides Turkey are 
India, the Soviet Union, Bul- 
garia, Iran, Yugoslavia and 
Greece. 

Of these,’ India has the repu- 
tation of controlling its produc- 
tion well. 

Iran demonstrated a capabil- 
ity to enforce a halt two years 
ago, but has reentered legal 
production, It, too, is believed 
to have its crop under reason- 
able control. 

Little is known about what 
happens to the opium grown in 
the other nations, although 
none is rated a5 a major source 
of illicit supply. 

The United States has 200,000 
to 300,000 known heoin addicts. 

A serious of successes in shut- 
ting off the opium supply in 
Turkey began in 1968. At that 
time, after long negotiations, 
the United States loaned Tur- 
key $3 million to purchase 
transportation and communi- 

tions equipment and to train

agents, all to be used in cutting 
off illegal opium poppy produc- 
tion and sales. 

Agreed to Cut 

In return, Turkey agreed to a 
staged reduction in the number 
of provinces authorized to grow 
opium. They have been re- 
duced from 21 to seven and will 
be cut to four this fall. The fi- 
nal crop will be harvested in 
August or September, 1972. 

Control over Turkey’s re- 
maining . authorized production 
this year and next will be tight- 
ened by a new licensing law for 
opium growers and a govern- 
ment offer to buy these crops 
at improved prices. 

Most of the equipment pro- 
vided by the United States has 
been in Turkey only about a 
year, and the training of agents 
is just beginning to take effect. 

The payoff, the U.S. Bureau 
of Narcotics and Dangerous 
Drugs reports, has come in the 
form of much better intelli- 
gence on the illegal drug traf- 
fic. This has led to seizures of 
more than 2 tons of illicit raw 
opium in Turkey in the first 
four months of 1971. 

Internatioal narcotics 
agents, including U.S. bureau 
men, also have seized 214 tons 
in the last six months along the 
supply route into the United 
States. 

Although that route is con- 
stantly shifting, the traditional 
path has been from Turkey to 
clandestine _ laboratories in 
southern France, where the 
opium base’ is converted into 
heroin, then to America via 
New York, Canada, South 
America or Mexico. 

A senior State Department 
official points out that Turkey 
in 1970 produced 120 to 150 tons 
of opium legally. 

Of this, at least 60 tons were 
diverted into illegal channels. 
Of the illegal opium from Tur- 
key alone, less than five tons 
has been intercepted during a 
period of the greatest success 
to date by control agents. 

The over-all problem is even 
more immense. Worldwide, 
about 1,2000 tons are produced 
illegally every year. Only a 
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small fraction of it is being in- 
tercepted. 

The. massive 
veloping in Southeast Asia is 
becoming better known now 
that there have been publicly 
printed estimates of 25,000 to 
30,000 U.S. military personnel 
there who are addicts. 


Fourteen of the refineries re- 
portedly processing the opium 
that these men use are sup- 
posed to be located near Taghi- 
lek in Burma, an area con- 
trolled by insurgents. Other re- 
fineries are said to be near 
Houei Sai and Nam Keung in 
Laos and Mae Sallong in Thai- 
land.

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POW-MIA Bracelets Involve Wearer in Efforts to 
Gain Humane Rights for U.S. Prisoners in Vietnam

It is a simple metal band—a 
bracelet—byt on it is inscribed 
the name of a very important 
American and a date. 

The name belongs to a U. S. 
serviceman| who is among 
nearly 1,600 men known to be 
prisoners of war in North Viet- 
nam or who| have been declared 
missing in action and their fate 
as yet undetermined, 

Those whq wear the POW-MIA. 
bracelet do so to honor the 
man whose| name is engraved 
upon it, alongside the date he 
was lost. 

The wearer agrees to keep the 
metal band] around his or her 
wrist until the day the Interna- 
tional Red Cross is allowed into 
Hanoi and can assure the serv- 
iceman's| family of his status 
and that he is receiving the hu- 
mane treatment due ail men. 

Mrs, Sandy Innes of Granite 
City, whose |husband, Lt. Roger 
B. Innes, a U. S. Navy flier, 
has been missing in action since 
December 1967, wears. such a 
bracelet. 

So does Glen Campbell, the 
well-known entertainer, who re- 
cently accepted a gift bracelet 
from Mrs, Innes while appear- 
ing at the: $t, Louis, Municipal 
Opera. 

The POW;MIA bracelet was 
delivered to Campbell during 
the first of |two shows he. per- 
formed at the Forest Park out- 
door theatre, 

In the audience were Mrs. 
Innes and Mrs. Carol Plassmey- 
er of Belleville, both of whom 
could see the bright metal band 
shining on the entertainer’s

wrist when he returned to the 
stage following intermission. 

Mrs. Plassmeyer is the wife 
of Marine Captain Bernard 
Plassmeyer, who was. reported 
missing in action last Sept. 11, 
aboard a one-man jet over Viet- 
nam. 


Gets Standing” Ovation 


Before concluding his show 
that night, Campbell held up his 
arm and displayed the brace- 
let, telling the audience of sev- 
eral thousand’ people about its 
significance and its origin. The 
performer received a standing 
ovation from the huge crowd 
after his talk. 


“He vowed not to remove the 
bracelet from his wrist until he 
heard personally from me that 
Roger has been returned,” Mrs. 
Innes said. 


Only two songs were dedi- 
cated by the singer that eve- 
ning. One was dedicated to his 
parents and the other to Mrs. 
Innes and her husband, 


The melody honoring the 
Innes was “Impossible Dream,” 
a personal favorite of the young 
couplé. The number also was 
adopted by Lt. Innes’ Navy 
unit as the squadron song, it 
was learned. 

Wanting to learn more about 
the missing flier, Glen Camp- 
bell called Mrs. Innes the fol- 
lowing day. They ‘discussed the 
objectives of the + National 
League of Families of Ameri- 
can Prisoners and Missing in 
Southeast Asia, an organization 
in which both Mrs. Innes and 
Mrs, Plassmeyer are active.

The entertainer also promised 
that he would mention the 
bracelet and emphasize its im- 
portance and distinctive mean- 
ing whenever and wherever he 
had the opportunity, Mrs. In- 
nes nated. 

The popular television star 
kept his promise starting that 
evening when he performed his 
second show on the Muny Opera 
stage. 

Not only did he present a 
moving speech to the | theatre 
patrons, describing the plight 
of U.S. servicemen held cap- 
tive by the North Vicinamese 
and told of the years of anxious 
waiting by the families of men 
reported missing, but suggest- 
ed everyone get and wear a 
POW-MIA bracelet to involve 
themselves more closely in the 
POW-MIA cause. 


Available to Public 


Many government Officials 
are now wearing the metal 
wrist bands and hundreds of 
ordinary citizens, most of whom 
do not know personally the fam- 
ily of a serviceman who is a 
prisoner or missing, but who 
are deeply concerned about the 
POW-MIA situation, Mrs. Innes 
explained. 

The bracelets are available to 
anyone by writing VIVA, 1211 
Westwood Blvd., Los Angeles, 
Calif. 90024. Those ordering a 
bracelet should enclose a dona- 
tion of $2.50 for nickel or $3 for 
an unlacquered copper bracelet. 

Mrs. Innes said that VIVA is 
a non-profit organization main- 
tained solely by individual con- 
tributions. The bracelet dona- 
tions, which are tax deductible, 
are used to help print and dis- 
tribute material on the POW- 
MIA program to communities 
and students throughout the na- 
tion. 

VIVA (Voice in Vital Ameri- 
ca), headed by Bob Hope and 
Martha Raye as honorary co- 
chairmen, engages in other edu- 
cational programs which en- 
courage students to meet their 
obligations as citizens, responsi- 


bly and within the system. 

The project has been ap- 
proved by the National League 
of Families of American POW- 
MIA, Mrs. Innes said. 

The national organization pur- 
chased several hundred brace- 
lets earlier this year and pre- 
sented them to the governors 
and senators of each state prior 
to “National POW-MIA Week.” 

Other groups raised funds to 
make similar presentations to 
congressmen and others in of- 
ficial positions, Mrs. Innes 
noted, Permission was granted 
by the families of the impris- 
oned and missing men to en- 
grave their sons’ and: husbands’ 
mames on the bracelets, she 
said. 

Involves the Wearer. 

Receiving a bracelet as a gift 
has had tremendous impact on 
great meaning to many individ- 
uals, the serviceman’s wife 
commented. “It is not that they 
were unaware how many men 
and great meaning to many in- 
dividuals, the serviceman’s wife 
are believed to be prisoners or 
the number of those missing, 
but they were not personally in- 
volved,” he said. 

A lieutenant-colonel wrote af- 
ter getting a bracelet —“Three 
years ago today, I lost my 
brother. 

“I didn’t know he was lost, 
and I didn’t know he was my 
brother, until a few weeks ago. 
A friend mailed me a small 
gift. It was a simple metal 
bracelet engraved: 

“CWO William Kimsey” 
1-21-68 

The Army officer went on to 
explain in his letter that it is 
natural to share the suffering 
of those you know, “But when 
one assumes the one-to-one 
bond with a stranger who is 
unable even to ask for your 
concern, and to enter the pain 
of his family, something hap- 
pens to you. 

“You are taught new lessons 
about old concepts — Mankind, 
Unity, Humanity, Caring and 
Brotherhood, The voice of Wil- 
liam Kimsey speaks directly to 
me every waking hour,” Lt. 
Col. L. W. Whitford Jr., wrote.
